NEW YORK (August 23, 2012)— The American Constitution is 225 years old this year but, for 
those who want to understand the inspiration for what became one of the world's most 
extraordinary statements of democratic principles, the journey begins as early as 167 BC, in 
Patara, Lycia. Today, visitors from around the world gather here to marvel at the newly 
excavated ruins of Patara, delighted to discover that 2,000 years of history here on Turkey's 
southwest Mediterranean coast go hand in hand with elegant boutique hotels overlooking the 
blue sea, al fresco dining by moonlight, fine cuisines and wines, and one of the most famous 
beaches in the country. In short, the makings of an utterly romantic and stimulating vacation. 

Forgotten for centuries and rediscovered after extensive and careful excavation of an entire city, 
Patara was the center of the Lycian League, the very first federal republic of city states in human 
history. The Federal form of government created here was based on proportional representation, 
the precursor of American representative democracy.

With the 
ratification of the Constitution, the U.S. House of Representatives came to be modeled, in many 
ways, on Lycian forms of government.

Reason enough to pay a visit, to say 
nothing of the fact that Patara also was the birthplace of Santa Claus, but that is another story. 

Fascinating as it is, this exceptional glimpse into history and the principles by which 
democracies now live is just one of many reasons to travel to visit this enchanting and inspiring 
region of Turkey. Praised for its wild, rugged beauty, Lycia is also renowned for the Lycian 
Way, a 300+ mile network of ancient trading paths and roads that provide almost limitless hiking 
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opportunities. There is even an annual ultra-marathon that utilizes many of the most dramatic 
stretches of the Way. And, there are the beaches at Patara and Kaputas, magnets for Europe's 
"cognoscenti." 

The place to stay when visiting Patara is the picturesque harbor town of Kalkan and its 
surrounding foothills of the Toros Mountains, a dozen miles from the ruins. This is an ancient 
fishing center with a carpet bazaar and other markets that, today, is just as apt to have a harbor 
full of luxurious yachts.

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ORCHID NAMED AFTER DUKE AND DUCHESS OF CAMBRIDGE 



Royal Couple visit the National Orchid Garden as the first stop during their inaugural Singapore visit 

Singapore, 11 September 2012 - His Royal Highness The Duke of Cambridge and Her Royal Highness The 
Duchess of Cambridge visited the National Orchid Garden today. To mark this special occasion Mr. Poon 
Hong Yuen, Chief Executive Officer of the National Parks Board, presented the Royal Couple with an orchid 
named after them - Vanda William Catherine. The Garden was the first stop in the royal couple's Asia Pacific 
tour to commemorate Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II's Diamond Jubilee this year. 

Vanda William Catherine {Vanda First and Last x Vanda Motes Toledo Blue) is a stunning free-flowering 
orchid hybrid. Each flowering spray can grow to 25 to 35 centimeters in length and bear up to 10 blooms. Each 
individual flower is approximately 7 to 8 centimeters across and features attractive white petals and sepals with 
purple red spots, complemented with an outstanding dark purple lip. 

During the visit, the Royal Couple also viewed two orchids of significance to the family - Dendrobium Queen 
Elizabeth II and Dendrobium Memoria Princess Diana. Dendrobium Queen Elizabeth II was named after Her 
Majesty Queen Elizabeth II of the United Kingdom during her visit to the Singapore Botanic Gardens in 1972. 
Dendrobium Memoria Princess Diana was named in 1997 in memory of Diana, Princess of Wales. 

"The Singapore Botanic Gardens is very honored to host the Duke and Duchess of Cambridge for this visit. 
Singapore has a longstanding tradition of naming orchids after important guests. It is especially significant that 
we are able to name an orchid after Their Royal Highnesses, having named orchids after Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth II as well as the late Princess of Wales," said Mr. Poon. 

Orchid naming is Singapore's special way of welcoming important guests. The National Orchid Garden at the 
Singapore Botanic Gardens houses VIP orchids named after state dignitaries such as Paravanda Nelson 
Mandela and Dendrobium Margaret Thatcher, as well as celebrity orchids such as Dendrobium Jackie Chan.

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VIA Rail Canada Representatives Meet MPs and the Mayors 

of New Brunswick 

Bathurst, New Brunswick, October 22, 2012 - Representatives from VIA Rail Canada met with 
local members of parliament and mayors in Bathurst today to discuss the future of passenger rail 
transportation in the region. 

"Representatives from the region clearly explained their concerns and expressed their opinions 
on the recent announcements affecting rail transportation in New Brunswick. This meeting 
allowed us to assure them that VIA Rail shares their concerns and intends to continue to play a 
major role in the mobility of people living in the Maritimes," said Yves Desjardins-Siciliano, Chief 
Legal and Corporate Affairs Officer and Corporate Secretary of VIA Rail, who is also a member of 
the Strategic Committee on Rail Assets established by the Government of New Brunswick. "This 
meeting also helped us to explain that the service adjustments — which take effect on October 25 
and 27— are necessary because of the continued decline in traffic from 255,000 to 134,000 yearly 
passengers on The Ocean over the past 15 years. Our duty to properly manage Canadian 
taxpayers' money compels us to make difficult decisions." 

Over the past five years, VIA Rail has invested more than 25 million dollars in repairing its 
locomotives and The Ocean's rolling stock, in addition to renovating its stations and infrastructure 
in the region. Furthermore, The Ocean service continues to be improved by adding a car with a 
panoramic view year-round. 

Last year, VIA Rail developed a national intermodality strategy which involves working with 
regional carriers to harmonize schedules, facilitate multi-carrier ticketing and simplify passenger 
transportation. To this end, Marc Laliberte, Chief Executive Officer, appealed to local 
motorcoaches companies to partner with VIA Rail during a discussion before the Halifax 
Chamber of Commerce this past August.
